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ASCENT Or MOUNT ROSE. 


What an Industrieus Climber May See 
A Grand Prospect. 


| Communicated. | 

“On every height there lies repose’”’ 
—for the full appreciation: of which 
sentiment, as well as the realization 
of the superb scenery every moment 
broadening before the vision, we, on 
the morning of the 26th, commenced 
the ascent of Mount Rose. At an 
early hour, from the base of the peak, 
refreshed by the cool air of morning, 
we shake the dew from our locks and 
prepare for the journey. ‘The early 
starlight glistertiing above the hush of 
the great circular mountain — ridges 
that encompass us like a_ vast 
amphitheatre, ridge upon ridge, the 
pine-skirted slopes and misty clouds 
spread along the bottom of the valley, 
lend a charm to the scene that serves 
to whet our anticipations for the jour- 
ney. ‘Two hours’ ride in a sharp zig- 
zag up the steep slope of the northerly 
peak brings us to rough bold croppings 
of gigantic table rock that forms the 
crest of the first mountain, and which 
fora moment was mistaken for the 
point of destination. We soon dis- 
cover our mistake, for, looming up be- 
fore our gaze the black front of Mt. Rose 
sweeps in graceful but gloomy outline 
skyward, at whose towering aspect we 
are fairly appalled. We halt fora mo- 
ment and the bewildering vision seems 
to swim far benexth us, melting valley 
and cliffinto one. But we are eager 
for the loftier view and tightening our 
horses girth we prepare for the more 
difficult climb and pick our way along 
the steep slope over an unending sur- 
face of loose rock and boulders; a haz- 
ardous pathway indeed, slowly leading 
our avimals who rear and plunge in 
the frantic. effort. Every mount 
threatens us with disaster to man. and 
beast. Two hours of exceedingly tire- 
some and dangerous travel and we are 
at the very base of the topmost 
peak. Slowly and painfully we urge 
our tired horses to where the dark 
brown and green breaks into bare 
rock, We tie our horses, tu complete 
the almost perpendicular ascent on 
foot. We are, perhaps, cen thousand 
feet in the air, and strike a bee-line 
fur the top, from terrace to terrace, 
the steepness of the ascent and light- 
ness of the air compelling us to rest at 
every moment. but the goal of 
“climbing ambition is reached, and 
with weary limbs we win the ‘‘re- 
pose,” aod more than realize our 
most extravagant anticiprtion. A sea 
of cloud and sky encompasses us. 
Now, drop the eyes,and yonder to the 
left, the vast amphitheatre of truncat- 
ed mountain and valley, fairly dancing 
in bewildering beauty meets the gaze. 
Far toward tne north Sierra valley 
gleams with yellow harvest. West- 
ward, Truckee lies nestling among her 
hills, and the winding line of the 
railroad, like a huge serpent, grace- 
fully traces themountain slopes. Three 
hundred miles to the north, but as 
clearly defined as though bounding 
the valley, rises the noble outlines of 
old Shasta, the eternal tixed star of 
these mountain  fastnesses. Her 
stupendous map seems to prop 
the very sky.. Now-run the eye 
southward, and with sudden almost 
startled abruptness the blue waters of 
Lake Tahoe breaks the charm only to 
lend a greater. With the glasd to the 
eye we trace its indented shores and 
the line of white that crest its waves. 
Far to the east we distinguish the 
waters of Pyramid, and still beyond 
250 miles, the serpent-like winding of 
the Humboldt, like a living thing lost 
in the desert, and finally the glitter- 
ing surface of the Sink. cae 

We sit and muse (of course, who 
every ascended a mountain and didn’t), 
and the grand measures of Coleridges’ 
hymn to the ‘‘Vale of Chamoun’ 
suggests itself with all its stupendous 
word paintings—only the “tive wild 
torrents fiercely glad,” are wanting to 
complete the picture. But a hasty 
descent must close our brief sketch of 
a visit, whose extreme toilsomeness 
(that has entered into our very bones). 
is: more than compensated for by the 
remembrance of the magnificent pan- 
orama of nature that shall make Mt. 
Rose bud and blossom in our memory.

What the President Says on the Various 
Questions. 


WasHineton, August 29.—Dennis 
Kearncy meandered into the White 
House yesterday in his usual inde- 
pendent style, met the President and 
soon became engrossed in conversa- 
tion. On the Chinese question, Hayes 
said that his opinion was that the pre- 
ponderance of testimony was against 
the Chinese. Kearney said that the 
authorities wink at the crimes of the 
Chinese. The Six Companies are rich 
and they buy up everything, from the 
Legislature down, until the people 


have become thoroughly aroused, and: 


will attend to themselves in future. 

Hayes said: ©The Chinese now ex- 
tend over other States, and it seems to 
me tov great a question for one State 
to grapple with.

Kearney asked Hayes his opinion as 
to the cause of the depression, The 
President, in reply, entered into a long’ 
story of the war and its results, a suv- 
ject with which he is no doubt famil- 
lar, and with great earnestness he 
called the depression a reaction of the 
war-—a frost— which he expected 
earlier than it came.

A New Treatment of Yellow Fever. 


Close upon the heels of the sugges- 
tion of -a San Francisco physician, 
urging a trial of ice treatment for yel- 
low fever patients, comes the follow- 
ing: 

New OrR.eEANS, August 29.— At 
Charity hospital, yesterday, Dr. S. 
Choppin inaugurated a course of 
treatment which, if entirely successful, 
will revolutionize the treatment of 
yellow fever cases. The patient oper- 
ated upon had been without medical 
treatment for twenty-four hours; had 
only taken a seidhtz powder, and was 
very low. In fact, the attendants ex- 
pected him to die every minute. At 
the time his pulse was 100 a minute 
and the temperature 105 2-5 deg. The 
patient was stripped naked, placed in 
one of Dr. Kibbe’s fever cots, which 
is filled with meshes and contains be- 
neath an India-rubber receptacle to 
contain water. A sprinkling can of 
water containing a lump of ice was 
prepared, and the patient sprinkled 
until the temperature was reduced to 
99 degrees, and the pulse for a while 
was reduced to 68. The body became 
refreshingly cool, the patient fell into 
a gentle slumber and rested well dur- 
ing the night. This merning House 
Surgeen Metcalfe reports that Dr. 
Choppin’s patient is doing well. He 


passed a good night, and the symp- 
toms are favorable for his speedy. re- 
covery. The sprinkling was still con- 
tinued, 

Later advices say that under ordi- 


nary circumstances the man would 
doubtless have recovered, as he was 
doing remarkably well, but bis death 
is expected from restriction of the 
kidneys, which do not act.

To Restore the Drowned, 


A New York physician sends to one 
of the papers of that city the follow- 
ing’ simple method of restoration in 
case of drowning, which he says he 
and others have repeatedly tried with 
unvarying success: Simply warm or 
heat the person! nothing else is nec- 
essary. The best way to do this is to. 
take the cold, wet clothing from a per- 
son, wrap him in a sheet, blanket, rug, 
quilt, carpet, or anything which will 
hold water; pour water as hot as the 
hand can bear it upon the material 
put around the person, filling it with 


hot water, and replenishing it until 

the person-is heated through. Then, 

if he has a good constitution and is| 
uninjured, he will gasp; that one will | 
be followed by another. and -that one | 
quickly by others. This ought to re- 
store in one or two hours any person 
who has not been under water more 
than three hours. If no hot water is 
at hand, make a fire and heat an 
sbundance of it right away, or take 
the person where it can be had as 
speedily as possible.

SIERRA NEVADA. 
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Visiting Da@y—AJl About the New Ore 
Body. 


This being the day set for the ex- 
amination of the Sierra Nevada mine, 
a representative of the News, in com- 
pany with a number of the mining 
superintendents and experts of the 
Comstock, again visited and inspected 
the new ore development below the 
2100-foot level.
